In conneciion with these statemeiits, your Gommittee would 
rail attention to the viirorous etloits recently put forth by the 
(Jolonizatioa Societv. Alioliiioifi-'ts believe that the CoUmiza- 
tion scheme, m i*s- pranical <)[)era(ions, is an enem^' to the colored 
r.ice. and -an udjiiuct of slavery. Tiiey know, tha'l where its delu- . 
-ivr principles [mvr taken pfiss-'ssjon of the public miml, iKftre snti- 
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. fllaviT) iloctniics aiur meaxuros are most uiu'*jjariug;$y' i.V'»W»lniH,-(l. 
Tlu'v are aware too, tlial all »)vei the country, a system of iiwrasiVvv.'. 
IS now in operation, i'or resnseitalinij a collapsed orsranizaihm, and 
thereby ivltraciinir the. anii-sla\ i-ry senlimeni whicli 1ms heeh /;r<,'4kli'd 
by aboliuon-discwsijiiui,' to the support of a caut.e, as visi(»j;i;ary v«|r\d. 
absui-d iit its inception, as it has since been injurious and odiousfly 
oppressive in its operations. 'J'he West partieuhirly, has beon se- 
lected as .the theatre of its action; and' tht" niost strenuous CAenion« 
have receiiiy been made to enthrone il in the afTeeiions and',coufi- 
dencc of the p(>ople. These fact.^ are stated, tlnat ilie comparative in^ 
dilTerenee of ()liio Abolitionists to the efi'icient support of tlieir own - 
State-organization may be" seen in its true light. 

But, Lf there be something to humble and awaken concern, there 
is much to excite hope and create confidetice. 

One feason why so much money has jiot bieen paid into the trea- 
sury of the Slate-Society is, that more has been ^expended by tndi 
vid.ual societies. . While we cannot perceive the wisdom of suffer- 
ing merely local efforts, to curtail the operiations and dfminish the 
efficiency of the stite society, still we rejoice' at the evidence thus 
furnished of unabated atiach'tnent to ihp cause. ^ 

The best feature of Western Abolition is, its unity of sentinrent 
aTid purpose. If there be any universal reformers among us, thev 
haw too much discretion and huuesty to thhik of usiii<r ab.olilion 
societies as instruments i'n the [)roin()ii(Mi of their more irt:neral ob- 
jects. We haytv toii<T stjicc learned fo tolerate the peculiarities of 
each other. 'J'he pt^ace .tjuestion an'd other kindred topics, import- 
ant :i.-s soiiie think ihein, do- not divide or aoitate us. As Abolition- 
ists; we arc ot' one hi'.arl and one mind; and long may we conti- 
hw. sol 

It will be irratiryini: to the Society to learn, that the Ctireulation ol 
Its oriraii, tlic IMiilanihropisl, has largely increased during the last 
•^ux "months. 'I'hi^tc lias, been some iiccession in the -slave-states; and 
f'xe.hanges with ^Southern papers have been more easjly effected. 
InlUieiitiaT papers in the South, -vyhieh one year ago refused to re- 
ceive llif IMiilanthropist, have wilhiir a short period voluntan'h 
sought iu exchange; — ;thus furnishing grounds for the belief, that the 
South is gjadually becoming convinced of the absurdity of closing 
vts'ears to a discussion, which, involves the fate of one of its '♦do- 
mestic institutions. " 

The lugh grouDd of uo discuseiou is certaiuly about lo be abau- 

« 
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doned by alavehoUlcrj. Tliey find ii witi not do lo" be while 
all 'Christendom' is« rlaiuoriug against iIumii. LeiU rs, aiUlrcstst's, 
serinoiiHi attd rssayt* have appeared in (U'foru'P of slavery u\ rapid 
succession. The question of Abolition cnlcrs into ilicir puhlics. 
It is the. subject, of their conversation and di<?ir thoughts. " The 
grand idea of Abolition is faiJtened in their minds'; and it is easy to 
predict the, results. Its perfect reasonableness will" Idree it.«elf on 
their judgments, when the repealed conti'inplalion of it >;hall have; 
stripped it ofits imaginary horrors-. Men, when ilicv l)c>in to look 
abom for arguments iii a bad cause, ih(»ugli a inisiakcii M U'-inti-rest 
may at first lead them to attach a factitious -weight to tlietn, will be' 
apt, in the course of their researches, lo alight upon priuciptes and 
faciB, that shall ultimately in ihi ir own mind^ work oui the inilh, 
and impel them to renounce what now they defend. A minister in 
South Carolina^ some years ago, fell jn^with a tract, wiiirtf siarted a 
doubt in his mind with regard to the righlfuJness of slave-holding. 
Determined to be on the safe siilc, lie at once emancip;ueil his slaves, 
so far as the taws of the stale permitted; and commenced a Scrip-' 
lural investigation of the quesiioii of slavery. Fr^)'in (Jeiiesis lo 
Revelations, he prosecuted his inquiries-, till- he had convince(j him- 
self that Slavery was right. Immediately Jie j)Ui)lislied .a- series of 
.articles containing the results of his rt'searelii.s; - He wiis anxious 
to establish others as well :v5 hiniself. on ni-blo (jrouiuls. ■ Hut his 
mind had broken loose from iis torpor.^ Invesiiwation was^ not, 
eould not be, abaiidon'ed.

ate Abolition.

Wheii they openSflieir nionlhrf. tliey open ihe way 
for conviction. The naked deforniity of the priiiriiiles, to which 
Chancelloi: Harper was compelled to re-^ort hi defence of sia^ery, 
must ere this h«ve convinced liianv saj^acians men in the South ol 
its unchaiiffiiii^, utter w"ron<,'l\ihu\ss. ' ' 

And diseussion in the .\(U-lh ha* also vastly .'increasecL The 
newspaper prcs^j vet, to a irrcat extent, is still; but the press, like 
the pulpit, will move, when well assured that the mass is moving. 
\Xeaniime, every mind is more or Jess agitated on the question. 
The sound of \hnlriicn hn-' ijonr nut jntn alt the land. Our ene- 
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mie* are contribuiiug their p«rt to the ecqcral trxcitemeat. Ather- 
ton's gag;, thejBlark Bill of Ohio, "and ^Ileur)- ('lay's' speech have''

one of the besi'poliiical editors of the conntry. For the eloqnent 
letternf Dr. ClMinniiig, and the eansiie, searrhing review of (,'harles 
Hammond', ihe nation- i? in()el)ie^l to thl5 e (Tort of the slf\fi-liolding 
power to subdue Aboliiionisn). The question of slavery is now 
before th'e .^merican people; and the conviction every where is 
gaijiing ground, t|iat it must be fairly.met, and fully settled. 

.This lefuis us to remark, that onr principles have advaitced much 
beyond ottr^organizaiion, A fa« greater amount jf anti-slavery scW- 
liment is abroad ift the country, than ^.visted twelve nioinhs- ago. 
Even the more intelligent classes of Colonlzatiiuiisls confess the

Another- circumstance we take delight in acheriing to, is the 
steadfast adhere^e.'of Ohio AliHlinoiusis to their- principles in po- 
litical; action. A-i o^ last animal meeting, resoUiiioiis" \vore i.nani- 
mously adopted, insisiinif on the duly of , political, rcrnsistency. 
. Sometime previous to the l>i:jt ofj'Viei al flection, a strong d.lspo^itipn 
prevaded- among AI)olnioiiisi,«:, to. carry out diese res(>hi!ioiis in prac- 
tice, ami mhimain,-Trt the halloi-lxrx, Tinti-slavery priiiciples invio- 
late. Candidates in nuiheroUs sections were intprrugated; v\.here no 
answers were received from eiiher party, .Aholiiicu^ijits remained at 
home; where the que>5tions were answered favorably by one parly 
and unfavorably by the other, Aboliiion-votea were generally cast 
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for the 'former, wiliioul reference to party. This liui; ol cojiduci 
being adopted by the creal body of Abolitionists, it .sfj.'liappened 
,tria^ the poliiical powerof the Stale chjoiirod h;'ui»l«. "I'he pariicu- 
lar cavisos of the chaniie ou£;}it to bo iiiidcr-^tnod.

We do not jusiily their course; Ave think it, was- wrouL''. Leg-isla- 
lors are sent to the Assembly to pass la'ws^^ as well, as elect senators'. 
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To vote for a ratididau», oimpiy because hie had pledged hiniseU" to 
favor ihe re-t'lcciion (»(* Thomns Morris, without kriowing his aen- 
umenis on the Ulack Laws, or vviili the kiiowledjfe that thoy were 
unfavorable^, w;is' imwise, and iiu-onsisteiii with the principles of 
poUlicai action adopted by the JiJociety. 

The influence of Abolitionists, on, thisi transfer of power, was 
generally acknowledged. IVfeed \v« say, that we rejoice in the fact? 
Not because the democratic party thereby acquired an ascendancy, 
which it has abused, but because the Abolitionists of Ohio demon- 
strated at once their^ power, aud their stern resolution to abide by 
their principles. 

Shall we be told, that they were duped? That the men whp an- 
sw^red well, acted treacherously? . Be it «»o. The tlishorvor attaches 
to the heads; of tlj^ traitors: Aboliiiohists cannot, be blamed for-their. 
treachery. They will kn^"i!l^tWH«y;n hereafter, and will, also, not 
Gorget to consider the' general character of a'candubte, before tbey 
repose- c6n.fidence in fair words. But the majority of /ihem> was not 
duped; for so far as we can judge, it did not vote at allf having con- 
fidence ifl none. - ^ . 

It may further be urged, that the results of .legislfj^ive action this 
year, do not attest the wis<]oni of their coursa. /rTh'e obvious an- 
swer to this is, — if the principles of political acfion adopted-at the' 
last annual nieefing be right, ami in accordance with the doctrines 
involved in AboliiiOnisn.i, ihey necd give tlieuiselves no iwjeasines* 
about presend. results. They are not responsible for the scandalous 
acts. of the legislatufe. "For the crouching servility and deep crimi- 
nality of Flood's resolutions and Lowwe's Black Bill, those poli- 
ticians <kre responsible, who refused to put up candidates that a 
genuine republican could support. Besides, it is not knovvri, ^hat, 
if Abolitionists had voted according to precedent, apd the power 
had thus been left in the same hands, legislative action would have 
been iaany respect different. After having interrogated candidates 
without obtaining any satisfaction, and passed resohiiions enjoining 
c^sistency of political action, if they had then gone to the polls 
as usual, the presumption is that the Snoressful oaiulidatcs would 
have looked upon them as hypocritical in iheik- avowals, a class of 
persons, whose wishes could be disregarded with eiitire impunity. 

As it is, nothing is done by the A*seml)ly that ran^^iot be updone. 
No detriment has been sustained by Abolition. Ohio is disgraced, 
and a>amf>orary triumph has [)een gained bv the slave holder: but. 
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•Vboliiioui&U 4re as power lu I as evei;, atul" tnure *6\ wlnlu. ihe deep 
|iidi(^nation caused by llir servility ol a base IcHgishium', ih a, pledge 
^liat our iioblc Siate sFinll speediTy l)e redeemed. iNleaiUime,. Abo-, 
liiiouisls bave fi;iven such proorol dcvoiiuii to their prinriplj-H, ax 
poliiiciiuis will- be apt to rememhcr; and the probalHlities arc eer- 
Uiiiily increased, tbat.suilable candidates'liereafter will nmre gener- 
ally be brought out. If it sliould not be so, we see no other ebursf^ 
for Abolitioiiiiiis lo purtsue, than tlie one already eoininejiced. Per- 
pjstence in it. will at leniith impel politicians, by" . the strong motive 
ot self-interest, to consult more the demands of "a growing-yree sen- 
timent at tjie North, than the wisiies of ihe'haughiy sliveholder. 
. The necessity of political acii^jn against sluvery^ in consistent 
and constitutional modes, will bceonu-! more manifest when we con- 
sider the arrogant and aggressive 'character of the slaveholding in- 
terest. Many sagacious minds, not yet prepared to adhere to our 
organi^atioii, have been .aroused, by events in the last year,, to tbp 

-perilous predominance of this power. A monopoly of the moit 
odious aad exorbitant kind, it is radically and unchangeably at war 
with.tiie republican principle of equality of rights. . It aims, from 
its very nature at supremacy; arid supremac'acy it will have at any 
expense. Where it. does not bearj: rule, its claims, it is.aware, will 
he scrutinized, its exactions resisted, its power curtailed. Where 
jt is pretlominant, it may find means to ' arrest inquiry, and fulfil, 
unchecked, its most hateful designs upon the Irbenies.of those, 
from whom it apprehends danger. It was this interest, that exter- 
minated the free population of ancient Italy, peopled if with slaves, 
filial Rome with a truculent mob, resistied the noble efforts of the 
(iracchi to raise the poor who had been trampled down by its power, 
atid finally effected .the OTerthro-w of the Kepubiic. In our own 
i-(»uniry, by a nn'jsi unwise provision of tfic Federal ^Constitution,

January 9ih, iti the Sei.iate, .Mr. -Prehtiis presented resolutiohs-of 
the legislature of Vermont.,"on the subject of slavery'in tiie District, 
the inter-state 6lave,-trade, Texas, and niovell that they be laid 
on the table and printed. 'J'lie motion was divided; they were 
laid on the table, btit the motion to print, a courtesy always extend- 
ed to the resolutions or memorials of sovereign slates, was voted 
down hy the slaveholding power. The^ arrogant language ori<lave- 
hblJing politicians, -we blush to say. met with no rebuke.

Tears of blood cannot efface iHc 
foul blot they have fastened upon her honor/ In the gQ2e of a civilized 
xvorld, she now stands alone, eminent in infamy, with her character 
for humanity, Ireedoin, and independence, blasted and blackened. 
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and her only reward is, the holliiw prdise uf the sl^ive holder, who 
in his Reart loathes the meanness .which viekled to his demands. 

On the nature of this hiw, we have no room to dwell. It [s 
enough to know, that it denies the right of trial by jury; oonverc« ;. 
the ministerial offices of the Ohio courts of justice into the itjirc>- 
minious tools of slave-holders; in/hes the most flagrant aggn'S-^'i'ina 
on perf?onal rights by scctiring the ag'grcssor against liability.or pun- 
ishment; tends to" place the people of Ohio in the positioti of open 
supporterji of the practice of slave holding; is an ouirnge on the 
Conftiliition of the State; an inhuman attempt to strangle ..tiie nlos^ 
generous sympai^hies of the,hinnan heart, and a bold, blasphemous 
violation of the fuA*- God. 

We have thus.; faint' y ."Sketched the steadily ppogtc^sive'^ arro- 
gance aild encroachinc-nis of t)ie slave-holding" po\ver,''ror ilic lai't 
twelve months; for our illwslraiions, nunierouf? as ihcM/are, are con- 
fined chiefly 10 this period. We have done so, not only bccatwse it 
was desirable to quicken the zeal and infuse new .cncri^y into the 
' efforts of abolitionists, hut because it was iniport.uif to iilio\v what 
an imperious obligation rests upon the peojile of t|4c. free s^iiU^s, to 
fill their letrislatures and the Congress of the Union with men, who 
will unite in a fixed resolution, to res-ist upon every point any fur- 
ther exaction of the spirit of slavery, and to carry out to the fullest 
extent warranted by the ffederal constitution, those principles of hb-
